nations are most eager to stay ou t of trou b le 
Unfortu nately, the United States waited u ntil a 
pre-w ar period to b egin estab lishing policy of neu ­ 
trality. 
As u resu lt, its efforts are b eing condu cted 
tn an atmospflere of hard reality. Instead of In an 
atm osphere of passionate* hatred for war and all it* 
evils. 
The principal su b stance of tha t hard reality 1 
commerce. 
It la generally agreed these days that 
the economic motive of war Is the real prob lem in 
averting war and in staying ou t of it when it can't 
b e averted. 
Consequ ently, the economic prob lem is 
the principal ob stacle encou ntered in any attem pt to 
form a .satisfactory form u la of neu trality. 
A great many persons In the United States who 
u ndou b tedly were b itterly opposed after the 
World 
war to anything which 
m ight 
have 
tangled th« * 
U nited States in another foreign war now are b eing 
ob liged to take a more sym pathetic and, Incidentally, 
a more realistii viewpoint. 
W hy? 
Becau se the U S. departm ent of commerce report 
shows that exports last m onth reached $2<>9.400,000, 
com pared with $194,712.000 in Novemb er a year ago 
S harp gains occu rred in m anu factu red and u nm anu ­ 
factu red cotton, au tom ob iles and petroleu m produ cts 
The gains can b«* traced In large part to lh<- 11a 1 o- 
Ethiopian war. 
Exports to Italian Africa, for in ­ 
stance, were $583.735, 
com pared 
with 
$17.971 the 
preceding year. 
Laws to the contrary notw ithstanding, th« * United 
S tates is going after

W hen congress b egins to work on neu trality legisla­ 
tion next m onth Its lab or will b<* com plicated b y the 
ngtu ru l desire of b u sinessm en to tu rn an honest dol­ 
lar.
